Monday m orning, com ­ 
missioners awarded a bid for 
two 1974 dump trucks for 
Com m is s io n e r 
C h u ck 
F risk ’s 
Precinct 
4 
to 
Friendly Chevrolet Co. of 
Dallas in the amount of 
$32,788.44. The bid from Cox 
Chevrolet of McKinney was 
$34,090.44. 
On Jan. 6, Cox Chevrolet 
was awarded the bid for two 
dum p 
trucks 
for 
Com­ 
m issioner Bailey D icker­ 
son’s Precinct I in the 
am ount 
of 
$36,657.40. 
According to Commissioner 
Frisk, the specifications on 
the Precinct I and 4 dump 
trucks are virtually iden­ 
tical, which means than in 
approximately one month, 
the price of the dump trucks 
dropped almost $2000 apiece. 
“ It seems to me that this 
involves m ore than the 
econom y,” Frisk related 
Monday afternoon. 
Fire Ant Program 
The dump trucks were the 
only 
bidded 
item s 
u n ­ 
dertaken Monday morning, 
but 
com m issioners 
did 


discuss the possible finan­ 
cing of a fire ant control 
program in the county, and 
Commissioners Frisk 
and 
Dickerson were selected to 
explore ways of financing 
the program. 
John Wells of Plano and 
County 
Agent 
Jam es 
Risinger told commissioners 
that by making a formal 
request to Austin, a fire ant 
control program could be 
undertaken in Collin County 
in April, in conjunction with 
a similar program in Denton 
County. 
According to Wells and 
Risinger, the cost to the 
county would be no more 
than $50,000 and could be 
less, 
depending 
on 
the 
degree 
of 
financial 
in­ 
volvement from such county 
towns as Plano. 
Wells revealed that 
he 
would be speaking to the 
Plano city council during 
their Monday night meeting 
about the program and see if 
he 
could 
persuade 
the 
council to help finance the 
program. 
Wells pointed out that the 
fire ant problem is relatively 
serious in the Plano area. 
Plano Pays 25 Percent 
If a county program is 
approved by commissioners, 
the U.S. Agriculture Dept, 
would pay approximately 50 


percent of the program ’s 
cost, with the state paying 
another 25 percent and the 
couniy or other local entities 
paying 
the remaining 
25 
percent. The entire program 
is expected to cost a p ­ 
proxim ately 
$150,000 
to 
$200,000. 
L ater in the m eeting, 
D istrict 
A ttorney 
Tom 
O’Connell of Plano presented 
his annual report to com­ 
missioners and revealed that 
restitution of hot checks for 
the past year was more than 
double the 1973 figure, with 
over $46,000 being recovered 
during 1974. 
In addition. 
O’Connell 
pointed out that 348 felony 
and 983 misdemeanor cases 
were filed in 1974, as com­ 
pared to 409 felony and 707 
misdemeanor cases in 1973. 
Also, he pointed out that the 
average number of cases 
filed each month 
ranges 
between 80 and 85; however, 
during the month of January 
a total of 174 cases were 
filed.

The 
proposed 
Park 
Boulevard Overpass across 
U.S. 75 moved another step 
nearer to reality Monday 
night as the City Council 
received a promise for the 
dedication 
of 
the 
last 
segment of the necessary 
right of way. 
The council approved the 
final plat of the future 
southeast corner of the 
overpass after agreeing to 
the condition of the property 
owners-Rutledge Haggard, 
Owen Haggard and Linda 
L am u n -th at 
14.6 
acres 
located north of 18th St. and 
bounded by Ave. G and the 
Haggard and Ollie Matthews 
Additions on the east be 
rezoned from residential and 
apartm ent classifications to 
light commercial. 
A protest from adjacent 
homeowners was registered 
by Joe Steenbergen who said 
the rezoning would box the 
nearby additions in 
with 
light commercial and would 
lower property values. 
“The addition has been 
here 20 years,” he pointed 
out, “ and m any of the 
families have lived there 
since the homes were brand 
new. We feel this is an en­ 
croachment on their rights 
to force this zoning on them. 
We realize the importance of 
Park Blvd. Overpass but if 
the council cannot come to 
an agreement with the land 
owners the right of way 
should be secured in some 
other way.” 
The rezoning request was 
earlier 
denied 
by 
the 
Planning 
and 
Zoning 
Commission, but the m atter 
was brought back to the 
council because of its con­ 
nection to the overpass. 
Councilm an 
Joe 
Bill 
Griffin Jr. explained that the 
H aggard 
fam ily 
had 
requested the rezoning as 
‘‘re m u n eratio n ” for the 
dedication of the necessary 
right of way. 
Tough Case 
“This is probably one uf 
the toughest zoning cases 
ever to come before the 
council” he noted. “I realize 
this will result in a certain 
amount of problems for the 
residents of the area. I’m 
concerned not only because 
a lot of friends live in the 
H aggard 
area 
but 
my 
parents live there. I think 
there is a moral obligation 
implied-not only 
by this 
council but by some previous 
council. This is in the best 
interests of the entire citizen 
body of Plano. I feel per­ 
sonally this is the only way 
we have to go.” 
The council then approved 
the 
request 
with 
the 
stipulations that necessary 
right of way for the ex­ 
tension of Ave. G and the 
Park Boulevard Overpass be 
dedicated, that the entire 


eastern 
boundary 
be 
screened and that the con­ 
struction on the eastern­ 
most section of the property 
be restricted to one-story. 
The rezoning was a p ­ 
proved by a 3-0-2 vote with 
Doug 
Herrin and 
Louise 
Sherrill abstaining, but in a 
later roll call vote, both 
Herrin and Sherrill stated 
they were for the zoning to 
prevent any legal problems 
from arising in the future 
because of their abstentions. 
The roll vote was called af ter 
Attorney Bill Roberts said he 
believes an abstention is a 
vote for the motion. 
Mrs. Sherrill said she had 
abstained because she felt a 
b etter solution could be 
worked out by zoning part of 
the property to office. Herrin 
said his abstention was cast 
because he did not have all 
the background information 
from the nine year effort to 
obtain the overpass. 
“ No Choice” 
The council also received 
public testimony on General 
T elep h o n e 
C o m p an y ’s 
requested rate increase. 
Eight citizens told council 
m em bers that the com ­ 
pany’s present service does 


not merit a rate increase. 
Seven other citizens also 
entered written testimony 
against the rate increase. 
“We usually have a choice 
in 
what 
we 
buy,” 
Lyel 
Upshaw noted, ‘‘but with the 
telephone company we have 
absolutely no choice. Our 
only choice is to do without a 
telephone—which I and most 
other citizens of Plano don't 
want to do 
R i c h a r d 
M e l c h e r 
reprimanded the company 
for a lack of good public 
relations. He said m ore 
confidence 
and 
m ore 
credibility is also needed in 
the company. 
The council also viewed a 
m ultim edia 
presentation 
produced by General ex­ 
plaining the operations of the 
Phone Mart. The slide show 
was in response to a query on 
operations 
and 
charges 
under the new marketing 
concept. 
All testimony has been 
forwarded to the council’s 
telephone committee which 
will then make a recom ­ 
mendation to the full council. 
If approved, residential 
rates would be increased 
from $8.60 to $9.50 and one 


party business rates would 
be increased from $22.86 to 
$24 65. The company has 
asked for an 8.9 percent 
return on the fair value used 
and useful to telephone 
subscribers in Plano. 
Two Elections 
In other action the council 
called a $27 million bond 
election for March I over the 
p ro tests 
of 
W arner 
Richeson. 
“ I support the entire bond 
issue,” he stressed. “ I am 
for all IO items and I will 
work for the passage of 
every one of them, but I am 
against the date. At the last 
bond election only 280 people 
instructed the city how to 
spend more than $12 million 
in sewer bonds. I would like 
this election to be held on 
April 5, so that hopefully 
more than 280 people will 
vote and make their wishes 
known.” 
The four other council 
m em bers voted to hold the 
election on March I. Griffin 
said he is hoping for a better 
turnout than at the last bond 
election but added that the 
advertisements and printed 
m atter on the bond issue are

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
When Congress approved the 
Equal Rights Amendment in 
M arch, 
1972, it seem ed 
reasonable to assume that 
ERA would become the 27th 
am endm ent to the Con­ 
stitution within a year or 
two. 
After struggling for years 
to 
get 
the 
am endm ent 
through Congress and then 
achieving 
overw helm ing 
approval, ERA supporters 
had some cause to believe it 
would 
quickly 
win 
the 
ratification of 38 states. 
Only two of the previous 26 
am endm ents 
had 
taken 
more than two years to be 
ratified and the proposition 
just before ERA, the 18-year- 
old 
vote, 
had 
w histled 
through in less than one 
year. 
But it is now nearly three 
years since ERA got its 
required two-thirds votes of 
approval from the House and 
Senate, and the amendment 
still lacks four states for 
ratification. Its supporters, 
now fully awakened to the 
fact that there is strong 
opposition to ERA, are 
making an all-out push to get 
those last legislatures into 
the fold this year. 
No 
one, 
how ever, 
is 
claiming that victory for 
ERA is assured, and there 
are some small signs that 
the amendment may be in 
real trouble, even though it 
rem ains 
alive 
for 
ratificatio n until M arch, 
1979. 
The first indication came 
in 1973 when the Nebraska 
legislature undertook to 
rescind 
its 
ratification. 
Although legal experts both 
in 
Washington and 
state 
capitols usually agree that a 
state may not deratify a 
constitutional 
amendment, 
that did not stop Tennessee 
from 
following 
with 
a 
rescinding resolution in 1974. 
In the end, if states which 
have 
voted 
to 
rescind 
ratification 
have 
to 
be 
counted for ERA to achieve 
the required three-fourths 
m ajority 
of 
50 
states, 
Congress probably will have 
to decide the issue. 
How did ERA get into 
difficulty? P art of the an­ 
swer seems to be that the 
am endm ent’s 
opponents 
have been able to change the 
character of the debate on 
the issue. Although there 


were some dark predictions 
on Capitol Hill that ERA was 
trying to change the nature 
of male-female relationships 
in this country, the amend­ 
ment was treated mainly as 
a legal question when it was 
debated in Congress. 
When it went to the legis­ 
latures, ERA was tra n ­ 
sformed into a full-scale 
social 
issue. 
Opponents 
found and used two basic 
approaches that succeeded 
in provoking resistance in 
the state capitals that did not 
arise in Washington. 
First, by means subtle and 
overt, opponents 
pictured 
ERA’S supporters as wild­ 
eyed militant libbers, intent 
on 
punishing 
men 
for 
dom inating 
society 
and 
determ ined to turn the 
tables—to take over. The 


purpose is to make predomi­ 
nantly male legislatures feel 
threatened and-or hostile. 
S e c o n d , 
o p p o n e n t s 
charged that ERA would 
destroy the fabric of decent 
social relationships and 
family life. Regardless of 
how many legislators took 
seriously the contention that 
ERA would require unisex 
public toilets, that widely 
circulated claim typified the 
argument that the amend­ 
ment would bring the heavy 
hand of government into the 
most personal 
affairs of 
citizens, 
not 
excluding 
women, who are content 
with the world as it is. 
These are volatile m atters 
and against their emotional 
content it has been difficult 
for ERA supporters to make 
their argum ent that the 


amendment would do no 
more than give women the 
same rights before the law 
as men. 
It was on that narrow, but 
im portant 
basis 
that 
C ongress finally passed 
ERA and on which reasoned 
debate in the states would 
probably yield the required 
ratifications. 
But unless amendment’s 
supporters can find a way to 
keep 
the 
debate 
from 
becoming a conflict between 
the accepted life style of 
middle class citizens and 
som e kind of hyped-up, 
amoral counter-culture, the 
ERA could go the way of the 
Child Labor am endm ent, 
which was approved by Con­ 
gress 51 years ago but died 
with 
only 
27 
state 
ratifications.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
Better Business Bureau, in a 
campaign to educate the 
consum er 
further, 
has 
produced its second 
dic­ 
tionary of advertising terms. 
The 
first 
installm ent, 
which we wrote of recently, 
concerned 
itself 
with 
defining such term s as sales 
and specials, clearances and 
closeouts. 
This second edition spells 
out the meanings of com­ 
parative price listings. 
“ It is not enough to say an 
ad must be truthful and non- 
deceptive,’’ said John P . 
Sullivan, vice president of 
the BBB of Metropolitan 
New York. “That is the basic 
responsibility of all ad ­ 
vertisers and media, as well 
as the 
B etter 
B usiness 
Bureau. 
“Beyond that ... is the 
responsibility of those of us 
concerned with consumer 
education to remind and 
inform ... meanings of terms 
used 
by 
reputable 
a d ­ 
vertisers and misused by the 
disreputable,” he continued. 
“It is the responsibility of 
the consumer to make the 
effort to understand the 
difference." 
Sullivan cited some of the 
subtle differences: 


A .C o n s tru c tio n of the Comanche 
Peak Steam Electric Station was 
begun recently at a site about five 
miles north of Glen Rose in Somervell 
County.

Q . "W hy is a nuclear plant 
necessary?" 
A. Rising costs and a shortage of 
future supplies of natural gas and oil 


compel use of more economical and 
readily available fuels for generating 
plants. Within the next five years, 
TP&L will reduce its dependency on 
gas and oil with plants designed and 
constructed to burn lignite-coal. While 
it is anticipated that lignite will 
continue to be an important fuel well 
beyond the year 2000, the long-range 
solution to fuel problems appears to lie 
in nuclear generating plants. 


Q . "How safe will the plant be?’ 


A .T h e planning, construction and 
operation of the Comanche Peak plant 
is subject to close examination and 
rigid regulation by the Atomic Energy 
Commission and other federal and 
state agencies. Devices and 
procedures in the plant will guard 
against every conceivable possibility 
which might endanger plant 
employees or the general public. 
Today, there are more than 50 nuclear 
generating units in the United States 
and there has never been a nuclear- 
related injury to a commercial nuclear 
power plrnt worker or member of the 
public.

situation in Houston for the 
past two or three y ears.”

The program was opened 
recently to 30 couples with 
their first child who will 
m ake weekly two-hour visits 
for 14 weeks. Parents work 
with 
p rofession al 
coun­ 
selors, and the children are 
with professional people and 
college students in the home 
economics department who 
are learning to care 
for 
children. 
Mrs. Crouse said on the 
first visit the parents were 
filmed with the child and the 
child with a professional. 
The filming will be repeated 
the 7th and 13th week and the 
parents will view the film s to 
see what progress is made. 
“ We hope to have most of 
the children walking by one 
year old, girls toilet trained 


by two and boys by three,” 
she says. “ However, that is 
up to each child. They must 
m ake their own progress 
with encouragement 
from 
the parents.” 
She says they are teaching 
parents how to work with 
their babies. 
The program recom mends 
rubbing different types of 
fabric on the baby, making 
mobiles the child can play 
with and watch, painting 
pictures on baseboards and 
windows, tying a rattle to the 
child’s arm so that when he 
moves he gets a response, 
and many other inexpensive 
methods of attracting the 
baby’s attention. 
“ What you 
learn early 
stays with you the rest of 
your life,” she says. “ It’s 
never too early to begin. 
“ Mothers should talk to 
their babies from the first 
day. They can say ‘Mom­ 
m y’s going to take a bath 
now.’ The child won’t un­ 
derstand, but if he hears the 
w ater 
running 
he 
can 
associate words with action. 
“ What’s startling is to see 
how the baby picks up the 
cues, such as ‘Hand Mommy 
the red cup.’ You may have 
to do that for weeks, but 
sooner or later the red cup 
will 
com e 
to 
M om m y’s 
hand.”

as a dependent if he has had 
custody for the greater part 
of 1974.

“ S up p o rt” includes ex ­ 
penditures for providing 
food, 
shelter, 
clothing,

dental care, transportation, 
and similar necessities

lodging is furnished, the fair 
rental value (amount that 
can reasonably be expected 
to be paid by a stranger) of 
the room, 
apartm ent, 
or 
other dwelling 
m ay 
be 
counted toward support. If 
an individual supports an 
entire household and cannot 
prove the amount he con­ 
tributed for the support of 
the individual members, a 
proportionate share of the 
expenses will be allocated to 
each person. 
A dependent who was born 
or died during 1974 entitles 
the taxpayer to the full $750 
exem ption for the year, 
provided 
the 
taxpayer 
furnished over one-half the 
support for the part of the 
year in which the dependent 
was alive. 
Before you can claim an 
exem ption the dependent 
must have had under $750 in 
gross income in 1974, unless 
he was the taxpayer’s child 
and either was under 19 
years of age or was a 
student. 
The taxpayer also must 


have furnished over half the 
actual amount used for the 
dependent’s support in 1974. 
However, if more than half 
the support cost was divided 
among two or more persons 
and none contributed more 
than half the support, one 
may claim the exemption if 
he furnished more than IO 
per cent of the support and 


the other IO percent-or more 
supporters file a 
written 
agreement not to claim the 
exemption for that year. 
Special rules apply to find 
the dependency exemption 
for child of divorced or 
sep arated 
parents. 
The 
parent who has custody of 
the child for the greater part 
of the year will normally be 


entitled to the dependency 
exemption. 
The other 
parent 
may 
receive the exemption if he 
contributes at least $600 to 
the child’s support for the 
year 
and the decree or 
written agreement allocates 
the exemption to that parent 
or if he contributes $1,200 or 
more to the annual support.

In my last 
report,

som e

problems inherent in the 
gasoline rationing program. 
In addition lo the difficulties 
involved in 
implementing 
the 
program , 
and 
the 
probability of num erous, 
harm ful spin-off effects, 
there is 
the almost 
im­ 
possible task of dealing with 
the inequities of the system. 
G asoline usage varies 
greatly 
am ong 
private 
drivers, according to their 
personal situations, jobs, or 
regional location. Consider 
the following examples of 
the unfair problems that 
could result: 
1) A low or middle-income 
w orker, 
or 
a 
m igrant 
worker, who owns a car that 
gets nine miles per gallon 
cannot afford to buy a more 
efficient automobile, while a 
more affluent person can 
trade in a “ gas-eating” 
automobile to buy a car that 
gets 22 mpg The difference 
in allow able m ileage on 
coupons for both persons 
would be 320 vs. 790 per 
month. 
2) 
A suburban 
family, 
where both husband and wife 
work and must commute 
more than 15 miles each 
way, every day, would be 
penalized, particularly in 
comparison to a family who 
runs a business from their 
home. This second family 
could afford to use their 
coupons for vacation trips, 
while the first family would 
use more than their share 
just commuting. 


3) What should be done in 
the case of a community that 
has a good network of bus 
commuter lines, as opposed 
to one with no bus lines? This 
is 
p articularly 
true 
in 
Dallas. What about the man 
who has to commute from 
North Dallas to LTV; or the 
person who lives in Irving 
and works at TI? There are 
no reliable bus routes bet­ 
ween these points. Should 
you give less coupons to 
communities with bus routes 
and more to those without9 
Suppose those persons with 
access to buses do not work 
along bus lines? The more 
you try to make the system 
fair, the more complicated 
and unfair it becomes. 
4) Construction workers 
and consultants travel to 
different jobs every day, and 
there is never any guarantee 
that the job will be close to 
home. 
Long 
distran ce 
traveling could conceivably 
cause these people to use 
over their allocated coupons. 
5) A gasoline rationing 
system could be imposed 
that would grant coupons 
only to families as a whole. 
This 
would 
m ean 
the 
allotment would have to go 
to the wage-earner in the 
family. Suppose a family 
had 
several 
teenage 
members who usually drove 
to school because they had 
part-time jobs. If they were 
ineligible for coupons, this 
would mean they would lose

Ban Sought On 
Telephone Sales

Rep. Sarah Weddington, 
D-Austin, has introduced a 
bill to allow each customer 
of telephone service in Texas 
to order an asterisk placed 
beside his listing in the 
telephone directory if he 
does not wish to be solicited 
by telephone. 
Directories would contain 
a warning that companies 
that solicit by telephone may 
not call those names with 
asterisks beside them. 
“ There 
are 
several 
companies that now do 
business by phone,” 
Ms. 
Weddington said. “Most of 
them simply have a group of 
people going down the list in 
the directory. They usually 
tell you that you’ve won a 
vacation or something. 
“A lot of people are really 
irritated by these calls. We 
are simply trying to add 
protection to what is an 
instrument for the invasion 
of a person’s privacy.” 
The 
bill 
contains 
no 


penalty for violation of the 
proposed 
law. 
Ms. 
Wed­ 
dington said she did not 
know whether she will try to 
add penalties as the bill 
progresses 
through 
the 
legislature. 
Her idea for the measure 
cam e from a friend in 
Wisconsin, where such a bill 
has been pending before the

“ I guess it’s just one of 
those things people haven’t 
thought much about,” she 
said “That’s probably why 
there haven’t been more 
attem p ts to enact 
such 
legislation. 
“Generally the people in 
the leg islatu re that I ve 
talked to about it have been 
enthusiastic, which to me is 
an indication a lot of people 
are irritated by these phone 
calls.”

There are just too many 
exceptions to be taken into 
consideration. You cannot 
plan a nationwide program 
that will treat all areas of 
our population equally. An 
equitable system seem s 
impossible, and judging by 
present bureaucratic

trols, would also be inef­ 
ficient. 
One further point I would 
like to emphasize is the cost 
to American taxpayers. At a 
time when we are trying to 
cut 
back 
on 
dom estic 
spending, 
instituting 
a 
rationing system will add a 
large layer of bureaucracy 
and take another bite out of 
the already overburdened 
budget. 
Consider the proposed cost 
estimates for a rationing 
system. 
A figure of almost $2 
billion is only an estimate. It 
will grow larger once we 
know salary requirements 
for the Postal Service. And, 
it will increase every year, 
due 
to 
the 
natu re 
of 
G overnm ent salaries and 
bureaucratic costs. 
Rationing worked for us 
once before, but we were in 
the midst of a World War and 
patriotic Americans knew 
sacrifices were necessary. 
We are not in a war. 
Today, we have more people 
and at least three times as 
m any 
autom obiles 
that 
consume greater quantities 
of gasoline. Our situation is 
not comparable to what it 
was three decades ago and 
we cannot expect to im­ 
plement the same policies 
we did then. 
We need to direct our 
attentions to the heart of the 
problem --we 
need 
m ore 
domestic oil supplies and the 
only way to insure this is to 
provide 
incentives to 
in­ 
crease production here in the 
United States. A rationing 
system would only mean 
more bureaucracy-it would 
not produce more gasoline. 
I have discussed the idea 
of gasoline rationing with 
President 
Ford. 
He 
is 
determined to stand firmly 
against 
imposing such a 
system and I will support his 
position.
